HOUGHTON—"The tragedy of 
the present work stoppage is that 
it can accom plish nothing.

Calumet & Hecla, Inc., to Gov. G. 
Mennen Williams in answ er to a 
telegram from the governor urg­ 
ing a settlem ent 
of the 
strike 
here. The United Steelworkers of 
A merica, Local 4312 and the Calu­ 
m et Division, Calum et & Heeia, 
Inc., a re at odds. 
Lovell wrote in part: “ The cu r­ 
rent dispute involves two m ajor 
problem s, the dem ands 
of the 
United Steelworkers-ClO, and our 
stockpile contract with the Gen­ 
eral Services Administration. The 
two problem s are tied together. 
“ In 1952, as 
a result of 
a 
shrike, our costs becam e greater 
than the OPA ceiling 
price 
of 
copper. On a 
showing of 
these 
facts, our ceiling price was in­ 
creased by OPA to 27 ^ cents. As 
our custom ers also had 
ceiling 
prices and could not afford to pay 
the increased price, we 
w ere 
forced to contract with the gov­ 
ernm ent. 
“ Our contract with the General 
Services Adm inistration stipulates 
that Calum et and Hecla m ust de­ 
liver substantial 
quantities 
of 
copper to the governm ent at 27*2 
cents per pound, which has been 
increased by an escalation clause 
to 29 cents per pound. This com ­ 
pares with the current, 
unpre­ 
cedented m arket 
price 
of 36 
cents. The quantity called for by 
the contract is 50 million pounds 
per year. 
Our present capacity 
for refined copper produced from 
the m ines Is 36 million 
pounds 
per year. The contract quantity 
was set to include copper produc­ 
ed from scrap m etal which re ­ 
presents a substantial part of our 
output. 
"To deliver the required 
ton­ 
nages, it would be necessary to 
purchase and 
refine 
at 
our 
plants, large quantities of scrap 
copper. Under ordinary 
condi­ 
tions that would present no prob­ 
lem. The present abnorm al world 
copper shortage, 
however, 
has 
driven pric s of scrap copper far 
above our C t A contract price, in 
addition to which there is some 
doubt that we could obtain quanti­ 
ties we would require. We cannot 
m eet stockpile requirem ents with­ 
out suffering a 
substantial loss 
on every pound of scrap copper 
purchased, 
refined 
and 
shipped 
to the stockpile. 
"Obviously our ability to grant 
the union a substantial wage in­ 
crease depends upon our securing 
relief from our government con­ 
tract. We m ade a final offer to 
the union, contingent op complete , 
relief from

Our offer included a basic wage 
and fringe benefit increase of six 
cents per hour. In addition we 
offered an escalation wage 
in­ 
crease based 
on the 
price of 
copper, using a base of 30 cents 
per pound. At the present level of 
% cents, the escalation wage in­ 
crease would amount to 18 cents, 
If we were able to sell at this 
m arket. Thus we offer a total of 
24 cents per hour, by far the most 
liberal offer ever made by Calu­ 
m et and Hecla Inc.
